(Tuesday) and 
dropped bombs at a number of places. 
Some of the machines reached the 
London district, where bombs were

NAVAL BARRACKS

London, September 4.—In last night’s 
air raid 107 persons were killed and 
86 wounded at Chatham, it is-announc- 
ed officially. The victims were naval 
ratings. Six airplanes took part in 
the raid. 

Chatham is on the east bank of the 
Medwaey, thirty miles southeast of 


London. It is the seat of immense 
military and naval establishments, in- 
‘cluding a vast dock yard, an arsenal 
dnd extensive barracks. 

The term ‘naval ratings” applies to

From the corner of Fifteenth street 
where Pennsylvania avenue turns 
around the treasury, the long mile to 
the foot of Capitol hill was one stream 
of flags fluttering in the breeze and 
sparkling under a cloudless September 
sky. The president and those in the 
stand with him were kept at salute 
continually. No one of. the dozens of 
officers of foreign armies and navies 
everlooked the tribute due the emblem 
of the great republic that has lined up 
on their side to make the world safe 
for the principles on which it was 
founded. 

President Wilson himself, eyes to the 


‘front, stepping out like a freshly train- 


ed recruit, marched at the head of the 
long line, surrounded by a committee 
of citizens which arranged the parade. 
Behind him in unbroken ranks came 
most of the members of the senate and 
house, in such a tribute as they prob- 
ably never have given on any occasion 
in the long years since this country 
became a nation. 

When he reached the white house the 
president left the ranks and took his 
place in the stand by Mrs. Wilson. Most 
of the members of the cabinet, the Jap- 
@nese mission, Ambassadors Spring- 
Rice of Great Britain, Jusserand of 
France, Minister Calderon of Bolivia 
and dozens of officers in the uniforms 
of the armies of the nations that are 
fighting Germany were in the stand 
with them. All stood for the two hours 
with eyes on the spectacle. The presi- 
dent sat grim and unsmiling most of 
the time, watching intently while all 
trappings of war came by.

Macon, Ga., September 4.—(Special.) 
A bomDshell was thrown into the Geor- 
gia contingent of national guard sol- 
diers encamped here today when it be- 
came known that three of the officers 
of the Fifth regiment had been relieved 
from their commands on orders from 
the southeastern department at 
Charleston. 

The officers were Colonel Orville H. 
Hall, Major Walter H. Preston, of the 
Third battalion, and Captain W. C. Co- 
burn, of Company M. Further than the 
statement that the relief from their 
commands was only temporary, not a 
word of explanation as to the reasons 
therefor could be obtained either from 
the officers involved or from any one 
else in the camp. 

It is thought that General Walter A. 
Harris, the brigade commander, may be 
able to throw some light on the matter 
on his return from Jacksonville to- 
morrow. General Harris has been in 
Jacksonville for most of the past week. 
The relief of the officers named above 
came as a complete surprise to every- 
body in the camp, officers and privates 
alike, as there had been no intimation, 
so far as could be learned tonight, that 
such a move was contemplated. 

Lieutenant Colonel F. M. Cochran was 
placed in command of the regiment. 

News of the action from Charleston, 
which relieves Colonel Hall, Major 
Preston and Captain Coburn of their 
respective commands, came as a sur- 
prise. 

Colonel Hall had been at the head of 
the regiment for several years, taking 
it to the bordef last spring dnd active- 
ly directing all of its affairs since 
then. 

Colonel Hall has lived in Atlanta for 
several years past. He was formerly 
in city council and before the regiment 
was sent to the border last spring he 
was the Atlanta representative of an 
insurance paper.

The parade will move from 
the city hall at 10 o'clock, and after 
passing through the downtown streets 
will “deliver” them at Camp Gordon,

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Public Safety Committee 
Wants Municipal Board to 
Rescind Recent Water 
Sale Action. 


The public safety committee of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce Tues- 
day addressed a letter to the water 
board of the city vigorously protesting 
the recent action of the board in au- 
thorizing the city to sell water to 
persons leasing land to operate con- 
cessions near Camp Gordon. 

This action was taken as a result of 
a mteting with members of a commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ 
association during which the mer- 
chants requested the safety committee 
to forward such a protest. 

It is belleved this action is the di- 
rect result of plans on the part of 
local cg panies, which have been re- 
‘cently organized; to locate small stores 
in the vicinity of the camp to sell 
merchandise to the soldiers. The Re- 
tail Merchants’ association, it is stated, 
does not believe it will be to the best 
interests of the city for concessionists 
{o locate near the camp, this detract- 
ing in a large measure the trade 
which would naturally come into the 
city. 

In the committee’s letter to the water 
‘board it is pointed out, first, that the 
retail merchants of Alanta subscribed a 
large part of the $150,000 fund which 
enabled the city of Atlanta to get the 
camp at Chamblee, and that it would 
be unfair to the mercnants of the city, 
who have guaranteed this amount un- 
der the impression that they would re- 
gain what they have virtually invested, 
to allow concessionaires who have con- 
tributed nothing, to gain the benefits of 
the army trade. 
etl is emphasized, further, that the 
pumping station which is furnishing 
the city water will find that with the 
|added strain of furnishing all the water 
which will be needed by the camp 
proper, it cannot supply the additional 
water without serious difficulty. 

The committee representing the re- 
tail merchants was composed of W. W. 
Orr, Lloyd B. Parks, J. P. Allen and 
Charles E. Smith. 

Fred Paxon, who is a member of the 
public safety committee, and also of 
the Retail Merchants’ association, and 
one of Alanta’s best known business 
men, said that he was much concerned 
over the proposed sale of water to 
lessees Of ground around the camp. Mr. 
Paxon appeared before the Retail ‘Mer« 
chants’ association Thesday morning 
and protested against such action on 


}the part of the water board as unfair 
‘and unjust to Atlanta merchants. He 
outlined to them the basis upon which 
the protest is predicated. 

“It is unfair that the retail merchants 
be ‘put in competition with fly-by-night 
concerns, and that is virtually what 
the sale of water to them will mean,” 
he said.

GERMANS SHELLING 
RIGA GULF COAST. 


Along the eastern coast of the gulf 
of Riga for a distance of about eighty 
miles north of the evacuated town, 
German warships are shelling various 
towns, possibly with the intention of 
covering a landing of troops whose ob- 
ject would be to cut off retreat of the 
Riga army or turn its flank, thereby 
entirely clearing the gulf shore region 
and giving Prince Leopold of Bavaria 
a base, possibly at Pernau, whence to 
operate overland in conjunction with 
the naval forces toward Reval, Russia's 
principal port on the gulf of Finland, 
in an endeavor to seal up the Russian 
fleet inside the gulf. 

While the Germans were knocking 
at the gates of Riga from the west and 
southwest, hurling shells of all calibers 
and loosing gas waves against the 
town, loyal Russian troops held them 
bagif long enough to blow up the forti- 
fications at the mouth of the Dvina 
and raze the bridges over the water- 
way. To the south, where the defec- 
tion in the ranks of the Russians was 
apparently greatest, the Germans, ac- 
cording to the Berlin official communi- 
cation, took some thousands of prison- 
ers and also captured more than 150 
guns and large quantities of war ma- 
terial, 


AUSTRIA RAISES 
CRY OF DISTRESS 


In the Austro-Italian theater the tn- 
tensive infantry fighting of previous 
days seemingly has given way for the 
moment to reciprocal artillery duels 
of great violence. The cessation in the 
fighting probably is due to a realign- 
ment by the Italians of their battle 
line after the rapid advance all along 
the front from Tolmino to the sea. 

Meanwhile, however, it is reported 
that a cry of distress has been sent 
to the Germans by the Austrians, ask- 
ing for men to aid in holding back 
the Italian advance. As a result of 
this appeal it is said that Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg has sent two Ba- 
varian divisions, to the Isonzo front 
and that the Germans also are hasten- 
ing the manufacture of guns for the 
protection of the Hermada heights, the 
key to Triest. 

Although the infantry activity has 
come to a pause, the Italians have 
paid their respects to Pola, Austria's 
big naval base on the Adriatic, by air. 
Nine tons of explosives have been drop- 
ped on warships in the roadstead and 
on military works, causing great dam- 
age. 


BRITISH POUNDING 
GERMAN POSITIONS. 


Field Marshal Haig continues to 
pound the German positions in Flan- 
ders with a rain of shells, and another 
big push against the German lines 
seems imminent. The infantry along 


“Lord French, 
British home forces, reports that last 
night’s air raid was carried out by 
about six enemy airplanes which pro- 
ceeded up the south bank of the 
Thames estuary to Chatham. Bombs 
were dropped in Isle of Than and in 
the Sheerness-Chatham area between 
10:40 p. m. and 11:30 p. m. There were 
no army casualties. Civilian casualties 
reported at present are: Killed, one; 
injured, six. The material damage was 
slight. 

‘Our machines went up and anti- 
aircraft guns came into action, but 
without result. The secretary of the 
admiralty reports that in the course of 
the air raid last night the following 
casualties were caused to naval rat- 
ings: Killed, 107: wounded, 86.” 

A dispatch to The Star from Chat- 
ham says that part of the naval bar- 
racks there was struck by a bomb dur- 
ing last night’s raid, this causing se- 
rious loss of life. The Chatham dock 
yard, the message states, entirely es- 
caped damage. 

Reports received here from southeast 
coast towns say that during Monday 
night’s raid the air along the coast and 
for some miles inland resounded with 
the noise of aircraft engines. One of 
the raiders passed over a coast town, 
headed seaward, its engine making the 
loudest noise ever heard there from 
an aircraft.

in the Uxkull district the Russians 
are retiring northward, having been 
dislodged by the Germans in the Jaegel 
river region. 

Hostile ships are shelling the Riga 
coast. the announcement adda. 

The announcement follows: 

“In the direction of Riga on Monday 
our troops evacuated the town of Riga 
and blew up behind them the fortifi- 
cations at the mouth of the Dvina and 
bridges across the;Dvina. The retire- 
ment is being continued alomg the coast 
in a northeasterly direction. The vil- 
lages of Kabli, about 27 miles south of 
Pernau (which lies one hundred miles 
north of Riga), Mainashtu, Koshoul and 
Pidze on the Gulf of Riga coast are be- 
ing shelled by enemy ships, 

“In the direction of Uxkull on Mon- 
day the Germans continued to develop 
their successes in a northerly direction 
toward the Valenrode-Pskoff roud and 
in a northeasterly direction. Towards 
evening the enemy dislodged our troops 
in the great Jaegel region, penetrating 
our positions on a front of thirteen 
Versts (about nine miles) in the region 
of Valenrode and occupying it. Our 
troops are retiring northward. Fol- 
lowing the enemy's penetration meas- 
ures were taken for the readjustment 
of our front, In the region of Mildep, 
Rybnak and Kranszsem our troops, fail- 
ing to withetand the presgure of the 
enemy, are retiring in a northeasterly 
direction, 

“In the direction of Dvinsk activity 
of the artillery is reported. 

“Rumanian Front: In the direction 
of Czernowitz, in the region south of 
the village of Slobokseia, enemy at- 
tacks were repulsed with heavy enemy 
lusses.

“Dense masses of troops are crowd- 
ing along all the roads from the Riga 
in a northeasterly direction, in both 
day and night marches. 

“south of the great road and on 
both sides of the great Jaegel strong 
Russian forces were thrown against 
Our troops in desperate and sanguinary 
attacks to cover the withdrawal of the 
defeated 12th army.

THE SENATE SQUAWKERS. 


Incidental to his efforts to invoke the 
recently adopted cloture rule a few days 
ago, United States Senator Shafroth, of Col- 
orado, commented upon the fact that the 
senate had been debating the war tax Dill 
almost a month, “with hardly any headway 
made.” 

So it has been with practically every 
phase and detail-of the war legislation en- 
acted or proposed since congress declared 
hostilities against Germany. It has been de- 
bate, debate, debate, week in and week out; 
and while leather-lunged solons have been 
spouting to no tangible purpose, the enemy 
has assiduously been sawing wood and daily 
making our task harder once we do get into 
real action. 

The people pay little or no attention to 
these protracted debates. The average citi- 
zen is too busy with his and his country’s 
affairs and too deeply concerned in what his 
and the enemy nations are doing in the war 
to read even the meager reports of what 
the time-killing senatorial speechifiers are 
saying about the things which he knows 
ought to be done instead of talked about. 

Even the senators themselves refuse to 
listen, according to Senator Shafroth, while 
the other fellows spout. When one gets the 
floor the rest of them decamp, not remain- 
ing to be “convinced.” 

“Not ten men remain,” 
“They just waste time!” 

No unreasonable baste is demanded nor 
desired by the country; but the people 
know, and long have known, that senatorial 
debate has traditionally been prolonged to 
unnecessary extremes even in peace times. 
Procrastination and protracted debate was 
then an evil, but now it is little short of a 
crime. 

Indeed, while the senators “just waste 
time,” they are doing far worse. They are 
burning valuable daylight; they are wast- 
ing opportunities in a time when moments 
are golden and @Cays are precious’ gems. 
They are obstructing the whole war program 
of the government—as they have been all 
summer; they are blocking the progress of 
the country in fitting itself to grapple with 
the most powerful enemy that ever sprang 
at the throat of civilization. They are wast- 
ing the wealth of the country; they are 
wasting the efficiency of men and war ma- 
chinery. 

And who knows but they are wasting 
precious lives—lives our young manhood 
will have to pay in blood-soaked trenches, 
on the ocean and in the air, for the preroga- 
tive of a few legislative haranguers to drone 
through hours and days and weeks of “de- 
bate” of emergency war legislation!

THE FALL OF RIGA. 


While the fall of Riga is a blow to Russia, 
it is in no sense fatal. It is simply the cul- 
mination of a series of Teutonic victories on 
the eastern front, due far more to the waver- 
ing of regenerate Russia than to German 
ascendency. And in all probability the en- 
tente allies, superior in men, material and 
morale, will keep up such a fierce and con- 
tinuous hammering on the western front 

-@uring the fall and winter that Germany 
will be unable to take full edvantage of the 
military situation in the east, and the oppor- 
tunities which its recent successes in Russia 
theoretically have thrown open. 

Riga is a rich prize, being the great Rus- 
sian base on the Baltic, and the second city 
in military importance in the new republic. 
And were the captors able to follow up their 
victory in its fall, the evacuation of Riga 
would soon swell into a rout. 

But they will not be able. In the first 
place, the manner in which the retiring 
Russians are laying waste the country be- 

hind them will render pursuit slow and tre- 
mendously difficult for an invading force so 
weak as that of Germany’s must continue 
to be on account of the pressure from the 
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are by no means hopeless. Time is all that 
is needed, authorities seem agreed, to re- 
shape the Russian plans, re-form the waver- 
ing units of the Russian armies, and restore 
the anarchy-ridden, autocracy-poisoned Rus- 
sian morale. And in all likelihood before 
the enemy can realize any great potential 
benefit from its Russian acquisitions, the 
Russian arms will have been rehabilitated 
to such an extent as to offer a degree of re- 
sistance that Germany cannot overcome. At 
least let ue hope so.

Under the auspices of the Athens chap- 
ter of the Children of the Confederacy, the 
birthday anniversary of a Georgia poet and 
writer, D. G. Bickers, of The Banner’s edi- 
torial staff, will be appropriately celebrated 
in Athens.

TO AVERT PREVENTABLE FIRES. 


Operating hand-in-hand with the Council 
of National Defense, the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters is doing a splendid work 
looking to the minimizing of fire wastage as 
a wartime defense measure. 

The work this and kindred organizations 
are engaged in is one of economic importance 
at any and all times, butitis particularly so 
just now when every pound of food and every 
dollar’s worth of any other useful commodity 
that is wasted in this country cripples the 
resistance powers of the allies by just that 
much, and correspondingly helps the kaiser. 

President Wilson hit the nail squarely on 
the head—as he usually does—when he said 
recently that— 


Preventable fire is more than a pri- 
vate misfortune. It is a public derelic- 
tion. At a time like this of emergency 
and of manifest necessity for the con- 
servation of national resources, it is more 
than ever a matter of deep and pressing 
consequence that every means should be 
taken to prevent this evil. 


The president made the foregoing state- 
ment for the express benefit of the fire un- 
derwriters’ board, which is using it upon the 
cover of a valuable book of instructions in 
every-day precautionary measures for fire 
prevention. This book is to be distributed 
broadcast throughout the country, and an 
especial effort will be made to get it into the 
hands of every manufacturer of inflammable 
commodities in the United States; and it is 
hoped that it, in conjunction with the other 
activities of the board, will have an impor- 
tant bearing upon the wartime efficiency of 
American industry. 

There is no valid reason why every man, 
woman and child in the country should not 
co-operate in this great fire-prevention move- 
ment, because a fire does no one any possible 
good, but only injury to the individual or 
firm that suffers direct loss; and-——especially 
in the present crisis—it directly affects the 
nation and the cause of world freedom. 

So let everybody who can procure a book 
of rules; live up to instructions, and, by 
hélping to keep the fire hazard down, help 
whale the kaiser.

STATE MARKET BUREAU HEAD 
SEES NO LOWER COAL PRICES 


L. B. Jackson, director of the newly cre- 
ated State Bureau of Markets for Georgia, 
has sent a vigorous protest to the federal 
trade commission at Washington, against the 
reported refusal of coal companies to con- 
tract for coal deliveries in this state at ‘mine 
prices” recently fixed by President Wilson. 
He suggests the institution of proceedings 
against such mining companies on the ground 
that they are apparently violating the Sher- 
man anti-trust Jaws. 

His letter, addressed 
chairman of the federal 
follows: 

“The law recently passed by the Georgia 
legislature creating a state bureau of mar- 
kets specifically ptovides that the director 
‘may cause to be instituted proper proceed- 
ings to prevent unlawful combinations or 
agreements in restraint of trade.’ 

“Therefore, | feel it my duty as the direc- 
tor of the bureau of markets to ca]l your at- 
tention and ask that you see that this gets 
to the proper autWority, a matter of the 
gravest concern to the people of this state. 

“A very small percentage of our people 
have laid in coal this summer since they have 
had encouragement from the government all 
along that prices would be lower. 

“Some days ago when the president fixed 
what should be the price of coal] at the mine’s 
mouth the people felt that they would get 
some relief. but it develops that the coal

mines which supply this state have made up 
their minds that they do not intend to sell 
coal at the prices named by the president. 
I have positive evidence of this fact. 

“A coal dealer of Atlanta who did not 
stock up in high-price coal, and who desires 
to buy from the mines at the prices named 
by the president, and thereby give the people 
a cheaper retail price on, cpal, ‘has been try- 
ing for some days to find a mine who would 
sell him for the spot cash at the prices named 
by the president, but he is met with tne 
statement from every miner approached that 
they have no coal to offer at the prices 
named by the president, and that they have 
their output already sold to dealers.at the 
higher price. 

“The coal miners say that our people will 
be glad to get coal this winter at any price 
and that many will undoubtedly have to go 
without. 

“Time is passing and I have refrained 
from writing you hoping that something 
would develop that would bring some hope 
of relief. What good is there to come from 
the president naming prices if the people are 
to be met with the statement that there Is 
no coal to be had at such prices. 

“Somebody is going to be hurt badly if 
something is not done at once. If the people 
are going to have to pay the high prices for 
coal which have been prevailing, then the 
quicker the government lets them know this 
the better.’

MORE LIGHT ON WARTS. 


Dr. E. Vallet contributed an article to 
The Presse Medicale, Paris, May 24, 1917, 
on the use of heliotherapy to cure warts. 
We have had so many inquiries about the 
cure of warts, that, at the risk of adding 
what grandpa may deem a superfluous meth- 
od, some of Dr. Vallet’s ideas may be worth 
abstracting. 

Sunlight focused on the wart by means 
of a reading glass or lens which magnhi- 
fies about four diameters has proved abso- 
lutely effectual in Vallet’s experience. he 
focuses the direct sunlight on different parts 
of the wart for a few seconds until burning 
is felt, then shortens the focal distance so 
as to render the heat less condensed. This 
is repeated each morning at nine o'clock. (I 
Suppose 10 or 12 o'clock would do as well.) 

After the wart has shrunken from the ef- 
fects of the first and most intensive exposure 
(perhaps 30 seconds of concentrated expos- 
ure), the mortified part is clipped off, say 
on the fourth or fifth day, with a sharp 
bistoury or razor, care being taken to draw 
no blood or give no pain. The deeper part 
vf the wart is then ready to be exposed, and 
in about a week this drops out. The pit 
left soon grows up to the level of the sur- 
rounding skin, so that the final result is 
about as neat and smooth as if the wart 
had been surgically excised under a local 


anesthetic by the family doctor all in one 
short sitting. 

Vallet states that the constant success 
of this form of heliotherapy in the re- 
moval of warts suggests to him that the 
Same treatment may be valuable for super- 
ficial skin cancers (epitheliomata), birth< 
marks and = aug, & moles. 

The French, however, are some years be- 
hind America in this sort of treatment. We 
described in this column some time ago the 
use of focused sun rays in the cure of epi- 
theliomata by Dr. H. H. Seelye. Dr. Seelye 
described this treatment in an article con- 
tributed to The New York Medical Journal, 
February 7, 1914, and is thus a good three 
years ahead of the French surgeon. Seelye 
focuses sunlight on the sore for ten or fif-

ance of lens from sore as frequently as the 
patient complains of burning. When the 
eschar eeparates, leaving a raw bleeding ul- 
cer, he applies local anethetic in powder 
form and then after three minutes focuses 
the concentrated sun rays on the base long 
enough to cauterize it thoroughly. 

Scientists tell us that all energy is de- 
rived from the sun. Certainly a great deal 
of curative energy freely supplied by the 
sun is ignored or unrecognized.

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NT STATION 
FAR CAMP GORDON 
UNDER WA 


Will Cover Area of 150 
Acres and Will Have Per- 
sonnel of Six Hundred 


Men, 


The great remount station—a part 
of the government’s giganfic war 
plant at Camp Gordon, and yet sepa- 
rate and distinct from it, and a half- 
mile distant from the cantonment 
proper—is now being built. 

Ground has been broken and for 
the next thirty to forty-five days the 
erection of the station will be driven 
with the usual war-like speed. 

Captain Thompson, the remount of- 
ficer, arrived Monday and will have di- 
rection of the details looking to the 
completed preparations for 
thousand horses to be provided for at 
the station. 

The officers and men in this wing 
of the camp will comprise a total of 
approximately five hundred, and to 
this must be added the students in 
blacksmithing, consisting of a hun- 
dred or more. 

One Hundred and Fifty Acres. 

The plant as a whole covers an area 
of one hundred and fifty acres. At 
the unloading station of the Southern 
railway, or spur, of which is being 
built to the site, the animals will first 
be received and retained ‘for several 
days in four immense isolation cor- 
rals. Here they will be inspected, in- 
oculated, treated, acclimated and 
finally accepted for. cavalry service, 
or eliminated from the station entirely 
and replaced by others. 

From the isolation corrals, after they 
are free from disease and properly 
tamed for service, they -are taken to 
the paddocks—barracks, so to speak, 
for the army horses. There are ten 
of these paddocks, each one 300x700 
feet, covering five acres of ground. 
Fifty acres of the remount reserva- 
tion are thus employed in paddocks 
alone. These paddocks are connected 
by iron-fence alley ways for transfer- 
ring animals from one paddock to an- 
other. 

In front of the general paddock ar- 
Tangement are to be the dipping vats, 
through which the animals are made 
to swim at intervals. 

In the completed plant there will be 
four hospital corrals, covering five 
acres each, these to be subdivided into 
wards for various ailments and so on, 
similar in many respects to the hos- 
pitals in the larger training quarters 
throughout the country. 

Officers’ and Men’s Quarters. 

Across the Johnson Ferry road, and 
directly in front of this immense ani- 
mal camp, will be the several buildings 
to be used by, officers, among whom 
are to the’ veterinarians, and the 
five or six hundred men all told to be 
employed in this branch of camp serv- 
ice. 

These buildings 


be 


will consist of one 
administration building, one officers’ 
quarters, four barrack buildings, 20x 
120; two mess halls, a school for black- 
smiths, a guard house and an immense 
store house, 60x300 feet. 

The whole will contain every 
caution for proper sanitation, 
age, running water and the. entire 
plant will be spotlessly clean, or as 
nearly so as human agency can create. 

The Exact Location. 

The remount Station will be north of 
the Southern railway and Peachtree 
road. It will be approached from a 
point five hundred feet south of the 


Johnson Ferry road. At this point, 
where the Southern will also throw its 
remount across the road, the rail- 
road company will build an overhead 
bridge for pedestrians and equestrians 
and vehicles. The street railway will 
loop at this point and discharge its 
passengers at this overhead bridge, 
thus minimizing the possibility of ac- 
ejdents at what would otherwise be a 
congested crossing. 5 

The general contractors, Lockwood, 
Green & Co., under the superintenden- 
cy of Mr. Wardlaw, will also erect the 
remount station.

Red Cious Wants 
30 Women to Go 
To French Front 


Needed for Service in Field 
Canteens Behind the Fir- 
ing Lines—Thirty to Fifty 
Years Is the Age Limit. 


Thirty southern women, between: the 
ages of 30 and 50 years, are wanted for 
service in the Red Cross canteen sta- 
tions behind the firing lines in France. 

Mrs. Preston S. Arkwright, of At- 
lanta, has received a letter to this ef- 
fect from Florence M. Marshall, direc- 
tor of the woman’s bureau of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

The canteen stations are situated be- 
hind the firing lines, where the sol- 


diers may find shower baths, rest 
rooms, books and writing materials, 

Near the firing line the Red Cross 
will establish field canteens from which 
coffee, tea, cocoa, bouillon, lemonade 
and other refreshing drinks are served, 
A fund of $708,600 has been appropri- 
ated. by the war council of the* Red 
Cross for this purpose. 

It is for work in these stations that 
the women are wanted. The demand 
has been announced by Major Grayson 
M. P. Murphy, American Red Cross 
commissioner for Europe. The qualifi- 
cations for these positions are as fol- 
lows: 

“Major rene asks that the women 
sent shall be between 30 and 50 years 
of age, shall speak French, if possible, 
and be capable of very hard work in 
the army zone under orders. He pre- 
fers those who can serve without sal- 
aries, if expenses are paid. Those who 
are accepted must sign for six months’ 
service.” 

“The woman's bureau already has 
sent twenty women for these places,” 
said Mrs, Arkwright, ‘‘and is trying to 
os thirty others who are efficient. 

en of these will be sent as soon as 
possible. Women who answer the re- 
quirements should write direct to the 
woman’s bureau, American Red Cross, 
Washington, D. C., stating her age and 
full qualifications. 

“The canteens and rest stations will 
be established as a result of the war 
council’s long efforts to find out just 
what the Red Cross could do to hearten 
the French army and to give to the 
French soldiers a token‘ of co-opera- 
tion. American workers, in the uni- 
forms of our soldiers, will be at the 
stations.”

The Chamblee men 
offer to give the power company a 
right-of-way into the town-and to do 
the grading, so that the only expense 
the company will be under will be lay- 
ing tracks the intervening distance 
from the camp to town.

WRITES NOTE TD WIE 
THEN SHOOTS HIMSEL 


Attorney Thomas, Worried 
Over Recent Fire Losses, a 
Suicide in Silvey Building. 


Sitting on the floor, with his head 
propped against his desk chair, Lewis 
W. Thomas, well-known Atlanta at- 
torney who recently became the law 
partner of ex-Mayor Courtland S. Winn 
and at one time soligitor of the city 
criminal court, ended his life yesterday 
in his office in the fifth floor of the 
Silvey building, by sending a bullet 
into his brain. 

The body was discovered about thirty 
minutes later by Roy F. Martin, a col- 
lector for the Fulton County Daily 
Report. Physicians were immediately 
called, but Thomas had been dead for 
some time. 

He left two letters, one addressed to 
his wife and the other to Colonel Winn. 
The note to Colonel Winn read: 

“Courtland: Call Andrew J. Mil- 
ler at Main 3171. Tell him to come 

to office immediately. Also P. H. 

Miller, Main 3132, in carpet depart- 

ment at Rich’s, Tell him to come 

to office; tell him to get the doc- 
tor and go to the house, so he can 
be there while Georgia hears it." 

“Georgia” is the wife of Thomas. P. 
H. Miller his brother-in-law and 
Andrew J. Miller is P. H. Miller’s son. 

Thomas was 66 years old and a resi- 
dent of Peachtree road. He had been 
for years prominent in city politics. 
Hie was a Mason and a member of Yaa- 
rab temple. 

[ll health, coupled with heavy losses 
in the recent Atlanta fire, are thought 
to have been the cause of the suicide. 
Mr. Thomas had only recently left a 
sanitarium, and a large apartment 
house, which represented most of his 
capital, was consumed in the recent 
fire. 

The body was removed to the chapel 
of Barclay & Brandon, where a cor-

Red Cross to Pay 
For Making Camp 
Zone Healthfu 


About $10,000 Will Be Nec- 

essary for Sanitary Work 
Outside Cantonment, and 
National Body Plans to 
Assume Cost. 


Funds necessary to make the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Camp Gordon 
healthy may be subscribed by the Red 
Cross, according to a telegram read to 
members of the public safety commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce in executive 
afternoon, 

According to estimates, $8,000 ds nec- 
essary for the typhoid prevention work 
in the five-mile zone around the camp, 
and an additional $2,000 must be sub- 
scribed for the oiling of streams and 
sanitary work as a prevention against 
malarial fever in the 
around the cantonment. 

According to the telegram from Dr, 
Frost, of the Red Cross, the proposition 
of subscribing this money is up before 
members of the National Red Cross war 
council meeting today in Washington. 
What action will be taken is a matter 
of conjecture, but the local officers and 
the members of the committee both 
‘believe that the Red Cross will under- 
take to carry out this work at its own 
expense.

SLUMP IN STOCKS. 


SETS GRAIN BACK 


Pit Feels Effect of General 
Market Weakness and Corn 
Closes Lower--Wheat Dis- 
appears as Board of Trade 


Commodity. 


Chicago, September 4.—Grain prices 
suffered something of a setback today, 
owing to weakness in the New York 
stock market. Corn closed heavy, % 
to Sec net lower, with December at 
$1.11 to $1.11% and.

It was not until the last hour o 
trading that bullish sentiment as to 
grain went into eclipse on account of 
the breaks: in Wal] street quotations. 
Previously the corn market had been 
showing a decided upward tendency, 
owing in the main to reports on frost 
damage in the northwest. 

Strong commission houses absorbed 
all corn offerings during the bulge. 
A majority of such acquisitions were 
pressed back on the pit, however, when 
the fact became evident that liquidat- 
ing sales of securities had taken a 
B80mewhat unusual turn. Absence of 
any seemingly adequate reason for the 
stock market weakness, instead of 
checking the decline here, appeared for 
the time being to emphasize the pre- 
vailing uneasiness. As a result, values 
at the finish were at about the lowest 
level of the day 

Notwithstandin the fact that fed- 
eral buying of wheat would begin to- 
day had been well advertised, a little 
business was done at slightly above the 
government basis, but this was quickly 
stopped by the food administrator, and 
later sales were in complete accordance 
with the official standard recently an- 
nounced from Washington. Consignees 
of wheat merely sent their merchandise 
to store and on turning the warehouse 
receipt over to a representative of the 
food administration was given a ‘check 
for cash in payment.

He reports that he talked with sev- 
eral American sailors yesterday, and 
that they believed the affair was or- 


genized, but were not aware of the 
reason. They said they had been well 
treated hitherto in Ireland.

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WAR 1S DEMANDED 
ON GERMAN ALLIES 


Patriotic Education Society 
Wants United States to 
Move Against Austria and 
Bulgaria. 


Washington, September 4.—A state- 
ment issued today by the Patriotic 
Education society urges that the Unit- 
ed States should declare war immedi- 
ately upon Germany's allies, asserting 
that the German secret service is rely-

War Urged on Hapsburgs. 

The statement says in part: 

“All. of the reasons that made it 
necessary for America to offer in sac- 
rifice the lives of her youth and to 
Pledge her entire resources to a war 
to the finish with the Hohenzollerns, 
demand a similar declaration against 
the Hapsburgs. The Hapsburgs have 
shown the same ruthless disregard of 
the rights of small nations as the Hoh- 
enzollerns. Remembering the wrongs 
of Belgium, we have forgotten the 
wrongs upon Serbian women, old men 
and children ‘that German soldiers 
hame committed in Belgium. Austrian 
submarines sink ships without notice 
and Austria has officially indorsed Ger- 
man submarine warfare. 

“Every day’s delay in declaring war 
on Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey not 
only puts off the ultimate victory: it 
is a source of actual danger to Ameri- 
can homes. The embassies of these 
allies of Germany, with their privi-

“America, through her curious policy 
of waging benevolent war, has allowed 
millions of dollars to go out of this 
country to swell the war chests of her 
enemy. The great ‘Austrian fleet, 
which has been idle in American ports 
for three years, eating into the capital 
of the Austrian owners, has been sold 
at war prices. Austrian securities, 
held in America, are being sold and 
American dollars sent to Europe to help 
the Hapsburgs strangle democracy.” 


HARDWICK ATTACKS 
U. 9. CHILD LABOR LAW 


Saratoga Springs, N. ¥., September 4. 
The opinion that the “most dangerous 
assault upon the autonomy of the 
states, upon the integrity of local self- 
government, that the entire history of 
our country records, was made by the 
congress of the United States when it 
passed the recent so-called ‘child labor 
law,” was expressed here tcday by 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, before the members of the Ameri- 
can Bar association in an address on 
“The regulation of commerce between 
the states under the commerce clause 


of the cdnstitution of the United 
States.” 

“If it be within the power of congress 
to pass the recent child labor legisla- 
tion, why is it not within its power 
to legislate so as to deny the privi- 
leges of interstate commerce to legitl- 
mate and wholesome commodities be- 
cause they were produced by the 
labor of women?” the senator said. 
“Or because produced by union 
labor? Or because produced by labor 
that was employed more than eight 
hours, or more than six hours per day? 
Who can say where it will stop; or how 
it will end? 

“If congress, on the pretext of regu- 
lating commerce between the states, 
may lawfully regulate the processes of 
manufacture and production, may fix 
and control the hours and conditions of 
labor and may say who shall be per- 
mitted to work in field and factory, in 
mine and in workshop, in every state 
of the union, then it is easy to see how 
speedily and how completely congress 
will usurp the rights of the states, de- 
prive them of their reserved powers, 
strip them of every vestige of their sov- 
ereign police power and reduce them to 
a state of impotent and insignificant 
Vassalage. 

“Unless it be speedily checked we 
may not hope to see the glorious gov- 
ernment founded by our fathers sur- 
vive, for the chief glory as ‘well as 
the distinctive feature of that govern- 
ment was its nicely adjusted, evenly 
balanced and fine?ty tempered duality 
which provided combined strength and 
consolidated power for the transaction 
of foreign affairs and matters of gen- 
eral concern, with local independence 
and local self-government in all mat- 
ters that were entirely domestic and 
purely local.”

tal moneys corttributed by the south for 
transportation purposes. 

For improvements to its roadway 
and structures, the Southern spent 
$1,494,241 in July, 1917, as against 
$986,242.38 during July, 1916. 

Results of operation, exclusive of in- 
terest, rentals and other income charges 
were as follows:
